AN ACT Relating to inplenenting a strategic direction for higher
education by the year 2012; anending RCW 28B. 10.784, 28B.15.067,
28B.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 101. A new section is added to chapter 28B. 10
RCWto read as foll ows:
(1) The Ilegislature finds that the system of public higher

education in Washington state is at a crossroads. Denogr aphi ¢ and
econom ¢ pressures place conpeting demands on policynmakers and on
colleges and wuniversities. I ncreasing nunbers of students are

demandi ng access to work force training and baccal aureate and advanced
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degree prograns. Businesses are demandi ng highly qualified workers and
t echnol ogi cal advancenents gai ned through university research. At the
same tinme, taxpayers expect policynakers to set priorities and maxi m ze
use of public resources.

(2) It is the legislature's intent to articulate a strategic
direction for public higher education on issues of access,

affordability, service delivery, and accountability that w Il guide
coordi nat ed deci si on nmaki ng on policies, operating budgets, and capital
pl ans. It is further the legislature's intent to provide the

managenent tools and resources necessary to inplenent the strategic
di rection. Addi tional investnent in higher education is needed, but
the public deserves assurance that such an investnent is based on a
clear plan and will be carefully managed with specific expectations and
measur abl e out cones.

(3) It is the strategic direction and intent of the |egislature, by
the year 2012, to:

(a) Increase capacity in higher education by thirty thousand
enrollment slots, with fourteen thousand enrol |l nent slots dedicated to
expandi ng work force training;

(b) Graduate three thousand ei ght hundred additional baccal aureate
degrees per year by focusing degree production at the regional
universities in partnership wwth community and technical coll eges;

(c) Expand progranms and enrollnments targeted toward high demand
fields by twelve thousand five hundred enrol |l ment slots;

(d) Maintain the market responsiveness and nultiple mssions of the
community and technical college system including transfer preparation,
adult renedi al education, work force training, and life-long | earning;

(e) Assure that the cost of attendance for all students is |ess
than thirty percent of famly inconeg;

(f) Through the strategic master plan for higher education, create
specific targets for enroll nments and degree production through analysis
of statewide and regional denographics and economc needs and
conpari son to peer institutions and national benchmarks;

(g) Inplenment the strategic direction and mnmaster plan through
performance contracts with each institution of higher education;

(h) Through financial aid and other new financing or enroll nent
allocation strategies, |everage the state investnent in higher
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education by wusing existing capacity at independent four-year
institutions of higher education; and

(1) Increase the state's overall investnent in higher education by
four hundred sixty mllion dollars per biennium including one hundred
mllion dollars per biennium invested in high priority research, to
ensure that Washington's institutions of higher education continue to
of fer affordable access to the highest quality education and conduct
worl d class research and di scovery.

(4) 1t is further the legislature's intent to inplenent the
strategic direction for higher education using the follow ng policies:

(a) Expand enrollnment at the regional universities, the state
col l ege, and branch canpuses and freeze undergraduate enrol |l nent at the
mai n canpuses of the research universities;

(b) Accelerate transition of the branch canpuses into four-year
uni versities offering baccal aureate and naster's degree prograns;

(c) Provide a portion of new enrollnment funding to community and
technical colleges and authorize the colleges to contract with a
regional wuniversity, branch canpus, or the state college to offer
baccal aureat e degree prograns;

(d) Create new opportunities for students with associate degrees in
technical fields to earn applied baccal aureat e degrees;

(e) Increase per-student funding for current and future enroll nents
to the average of peer institutions;

(f) Reform the state need grant program to address the goal that
cost of attendance is less than thirty percent of famly incong;

(g) Authorize institution governing boards to set tuition rates so
that, by the year 2012 and thereafter, tuition and mandatory fees equal
the average tuition and fees of peer institutions; and

(h) Direct the higher education coordinating board to establish
performance contracts wth each four-year institution and direct the
state board for community and technical colleges to establish a master
performance contract for the comunity and technical college system

RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) It isthe legislature's intent to expand baccal aureate capacity
in underserved regions of the state to neet student and enployer
demand. One strategy to acconplish this intent is to allocate state
funds for student enrollnent to community and technical colleges and
aut horize the colleges to contract with a regional university or state
coll ege as defined in RCW 28B.10.016 or branch canpus under chapter
28B. 45 RCW to offer baccal aureate degree programs. Another strategy
is to authorize, under certain circunstances, comunity or technica
col | ege baccal aureat e degr ees.

Lake Washington Vocational-Technical Institute, Renton Vocational-
Technical Institute, Bates Vocational -Technical Institute, Cover Park

(12) "Adult education" shall nean all education or instruction,
i ncl udi ng academ c, vocational education or training, basic skills and
literacy training, and "occupational education"” provided by public
educational institutions, including common school districts for persons
who are eighteen years of age and over or who hold a high school
di ploma or certificate.

(15) "D slocated salnon fishing worker" means a finfish products
wor ker  who: (a)(i) Has been termnated or received notice of
termnation fromenploynent and is unlikely to return to enploynent in
the individual's principal occupation or previous industry because of
a dimnishing demand for his or her skills in that occupation or
industry; or (ii) is self-enployed and has been di splaced fromhis or
her business because of the dimnishing demand for the business's
services or goods; and (b) at the time of l|ast separation from
enpl oynment, resided in or was enployed in a rural natural resources
i npact area.
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(16) "Salnon fishing worker" neans a worker in the finfish industry

affected by 1994 or future salnon disasters. The workers included
within this definition shall be determ ned by the enploynent security
departnent, but shall 1include workers enployed in the industries

involved in the comrercial and recreational harvesting of finfish
i ncl udi ng buying and processing finfish. The comm ssioner may adopt
rules further interpreting these definitions.

(17) "Rural natural resources inpact area" neans:

(a) A nonnetropolitan county, as defined by the 1990 decenni al
census, that neets three of the five criteria set forth in subsection
(18) of this section;

(b) A nonnetropolitan county with a popul ation of less than forty
thousand in the 1990 decennial census, that neets two of the five
criteria as set forth in subsection (18) of this section; or

(c) A nonurbani zed area, as defined by the 1990 decenni al census,
that is located in a netropolitan county that neets three of the five
criteria set forth in subsection (18) of this section.

(18) For the purposes of designating rural natural resources inpact
areas, the following criteria shall be considered:

(a) A lunmber and wood products enploynent |ocation quotient at or
above the state average;

(b) A commercial salnon fishing enpl oynent |ocation quotient at or
above the state average;

(c) Projected or actual direct |unber and wood products job | osses
of one hundred positions or nore;

(19) "Applied baccalaureate degree" neans a baccal aureate degree
awarded by a college under section 306 of this act for successful
conpletion of a programof study that is:

(a) Specifically designed for individuals who hold an associ ate of
applied science degree, or its equivalent, in order to maximze
application of their technical course credits toward the baccal aureate
degree; and

(b) Based on a curriculum that incorporates both theoretical and
applied knowl edge and skills in a specific technical field.

Sec. 308. RCW 28B. 50.140 and 2004 c 275 s 58 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

Each board of trustees:

(1) Shall operate all existing community and technical colleges in
its district;

(2) Shall create conprehensive prograns of community and technical
col l ege education and training and maintain an open-door policy in
accordance wth the provisions of RCW 28B.50.090(3). However,
technical colleges, and college districts containing only technica
col l eges, shall nmaintain prograns solely for occupational education
basic skills, and literacy purposes.

(7) May establish fees and charges for the facilities authorized

hereunder, including reasonable rules ((and—Fregutatioens)) for the

governnent thereof, not inconsistent with the rul es ((anrd+egulatioens))
of the coll ege board; each board of trustees operating a conmunity and

technical college nmay enter into agreenents, subject to rules ((and
regulat+ens)) of the college board, with owers of facilities to be
used for housing regardi ng the nanagenent, operation, and gover nnent of
such facilities, and any board entering into such an agreenent may:

(a) Make rul es ((and—+egulatioens)) for the governnent, managenent
and operation of such housing facilities deened necessary or advisabl e;

(8 May receive such gifts, grants, conveyances, devises and
bequests of real or personal property fromprivate sources, as may be

college facilities, and discipline: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the board
of trustees may suspend or expel fromcomunity and technical coll eges
students who refuse to obey any of the duly pronulgated rules ((and
regulations)) ;

(14) May, by witten order filed in its office, delegate to the
president or district president any of the powers and duties vested in
or inposed upon it by this chapter. Such del egated powers and duties
may be exercised in the name of the district board;

(15) May perform such other activities consistent with this chapter
and not in conflict with the directives of the coll ege board;

(16) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, wmy offer
educational services on a contractual basis other than the tuition and
fee basis set forth in chapter 28B.15 RCWfor a special fee to private
or governnental entities, consistent with rules ((aprd—regulations))
adopted by the state board for community and technical colleges:
PROVI DED, That the whole of such special fee shall go to the college
district and be not less than the full instructional costs of such
services including any salary increases authorized by the |legislature
for community and technical college enployees during the term of the
agreenent : PROVI DED FURTHER, That enrollnents generated hereunder
shall not be counted toward the official enrollnment |evel of the
college district for state fundi ng purposes;

Sec. 309. RCW 28B.15.069 and 2003 ¢ 232 s 5 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

(1) The building fee for each academ c year shall be a percentage
of total tuition fees. This percentage shall be calculated by the
hi gher education coordinating board and be based on the actual
percentage the building fee is of total tuition for each tuition
category in the 1994-95 academ c year, rounded up to the nearest half
percent .

(2) The governing boards of each institution of higher education,
except for the technical colleges, shall charge to and collect from
each student a services and activities fee. A governing board may
increase the existing fee annually, consistent wth budgeting
procedures set forth in RCW 28B.

PART |V
ACCOUNTABI LI TY

NEW SECTION. Sec. 401. (1) The legislature finds that, since
1997, public institutions of higher education have developed and
mai ntai ned a system of performance neasures to nonitor progress in
inproving graduation efficiency, faculty productivity, st udent
achi evenment of degrees and certifications, and other topics. However,
the current performance neasurenent systemis too |imted in scope and
scale. Only a few neasures reflect the unique role and m ssion of an
institution. There is |little dialogue between state policynmakers and
institution | eaders regarding the challenges facing our colleges and
uni versities and the outconmes expected by the public and the state.

(2) The legislature further finds that procedures for operating
budgets, enrollnment nmanagenent, and strategic planning for higher
education are not adequately coordinated. The state and institutions
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must jointly discuss and establish clear priorities and acknow edge
potential trade-offs of funding decisions.

(3) Therefore, the legislature intends to explore a new
relationship between the state and public institutions of higher
education that includes dialogue and negotiation over goals,
priorities, performance, and resources, and also includes explicit
comm tnents nmade by each party ainmed at achieving agreed-upon out cones.
The nechanismto inplenment this relationship is a perfornmance contract.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 402. As used in this chapter, a performance
contract:

(1) Is an agreenent reached between the state and the governing
board of an institution of higher education, or in the case of
comunity or technical colleges the state board for comunity and
techni cal colleges, as provided in section 404 of this act and approved
by the |l egislature as provided in section 407 of this act;

(2) Addresses statewi de goals and priorities of the |egislature;

(3) Specifies enrollnment and resource |evels;

(4) Contains goals and commtnents from both the institution and
the state;

(5) Includes quantifiable performnce neasures and benchmarks; and

(6) Reflects the unique role and m ssion of the institution within
the state's higher education system

NEW SECTION. Sec. 403. (1) The higher education coordinating
board, in consultation with the governor's office and the office of
financi al managenent, shall enter into negotiations with the governing
boards of the state universities, the regional universities, and the
state college, as defined in RCW 28B.10.016, to create a perfornmance
contract with each institution.

(2) The governor's office with assistance fromthe higher education
coordi nati ng board and the office of financial managenent shall enter
into negotiations with the state board for comunity and technica
colleges to create a master performance contract with the system of
comuni ty and technical colleges created under chapter 28B.50 RCW

(3) In developing a contract, the negotiating team from an
institution of higher education mnust involve student and faculty
representatives.
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(4) The term of a performance contract negotiated under this
section is six years, however either party may request that a contract
be renegoti ated and updated on a biennial basis if necessary to reflect
changed circunstances. Al performance contracts mnust include a
process for renegotiation or update.

(5 The institutions of higher education and state board for
community and technical colleges shall report all data necessary to
i npl enent, evaluate, and nonitor each performance contract to the
office of financial managenent, the legislature, and the higher
educati on coordi nati ng board.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 404. (1) Performance contracts shall contain:

(a) Indicators that mneasure outconmes concerning cost, quality,
timeliness of student progress toward degrees and certifications, and
articulation between and within the K-12 and hi gher education systens;

(b) Each institution's share of enrollnments and degrees needed to
nmeet the state's goals and strategic direction;

(c) Indicators that neasure the efficiency and effectiveness of
institutional processes; and

(d) Strategies, actions, and results commtted to by the
institution in order to achieve statew de goals.

(2) Performance contracts shall also identify the Ilevel of
resources necessary to neet the performance objectives, subject to
approval by the |egislature under section 407 of this act.

(3) The governor and institutional negotiating teans shall identify
indicators and levels of performance that are clearly linked to the
role, mssion, and strategic plan of the institution.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 405. (1) Performance contracts shall include
grants to the institution, under the ternms of the contract, of
flexibility or waivers fromstate controls or rules.

(2) The negotiating teans shall identify areas where statutory
change is necessary to grant an institution flexibility or waivers of
state agency rules and submt any | egislation necessary to inplenent a
performance contract to the higher education conmmttees of the senate
and house of representatives.

(3) The following areas may not be included in a perfornance
contract:
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(a) Flexibility or waivers of requirenments in a collective
bar gai ni ng agreenent negotiated under chapter 28B.52, 41.56, 41.59,
41.76, or 41.80 RCW

(b) Flexibility or waivers of admnistrative rules or processes
governed by chapter 28B.52, 41.56, 41.59, 41.76, or 41.80 RCW

(c) Rules, processes, duties, rights, and responsibilities of the
academ c faculty as contained in the faculty codes of the four-year
institution;

(d) Flexibility or waivers of requirenments under chapter 39.12 RCW

(e) Flexibility or waivers of admnistrative rules or other
regul ations that address health and safety, «civil rights, and
nondi scrimnation |aws that apply to institutions of higher education;
and

(f) State laws covering ternms and conditions of enploynent,
including but not |limted to salaries, job security, and health,
retirement, unenploynment, or any other enploynent benefits.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 406. (1) The higher education coordinating
board and the governor's office shall submt conpleted performance
contracts to the legislature by January 15, 2006, and every siXx years
thereafter. Follow ng public hearings, the | egislature shall have the
opportunity, by concurrent resolution, to approve or reject each
performance contract as a whole.

(2) If the legislature rejects or fails to act on a subm ssion, the
performance contract shal | be returned to the parties for
renegoti ati on.

(3) Al cost itens contained within a performance contract are
subject to |l egislative appropriation.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 407. (1) Beginning Decenber 2006, the higher
education coordinating board and the state board for community and
techni cal colleges shall provide annual progress reports to the higher
education conmttees of the senate and house of representatives on
inpl ementation of the performance contracts and any short-term
out cones. The overall purpose of the progress reports is to focus
attention on key neasures of institutional perfornmance and gain an
i nproved under standi ng of the causes of success or |ack of success in
maki ng progress in achieving the goals in the contract.
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(2) The joint legislative audit and review commttee shall conduct
an evaluation and neke recommendations regarding changes to the
subst ance or process of performance contracting. The eval uation shal
be submtted to the governor and higher education commttees of the
senate and house of representatives by January 15, 2012.

Sec. 408. RCW 28B. 50.090 and 2004 c 275 s 57 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The col | ege board shall have general supervision and control over
the state system of community and technical colleges. |In addition to
the other powers and duties inposed upon the college board by this
chapter, the college board shall be charged with the foll ow ng powers,
duties and responsibilities:

the terns and conditions thereof; and adopt regul ations to govern the
recei pt and expenditure of the proceeds, rents, profits and incone
t her eof ;

(15) The coll ege board shall have the power of em nent domain;

(16) Provide general supervision over the state's technical

col | eges. The president of each technical college shall report
directly to the director of the state board for comunity and techni cal
coll eges, or the director's designee, until local control is assuned by

a new or existing board of trustees as appropriate, except that a
col | ege president shall have authority over program decisions of his or
her college until the establishnment of a board of trustees for that
college. The directors of the vocational -technical institutes on March
1, 1991, shall be designated as the presidents of the new technica
col | eges; and

(17) Enter into negotiations to create a master perfornmance
contract for the systemof comunity and technical colleges as provided

in chapter 28B.-- RCW (sections 401 through 407 of this act).

Sec. 409. RCW 28B.76.290 and 1993 ¢ 77 s 2 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The board shall coordinate educational activities anong al
segnents of higher education taking into account the educational
prograns, facilities, and other resources of both public and
i ndependent two and four-year colleges and universities.
